Poetry is before anything else, 
sound, according to Mr. Paul 
Roche, English poet and novelist. 
He expounded and demonstrated 
this idea to an audience of faculty 
members and students last Tues- 
day evening. 

Approaching this idea by 
means of negation, he demon- 
strated his “five ways to 
>■ ruin poetry.” These defective 
styles, often hard to detect, 
he called “doggerel kindergar- 
ten,” “poetry is a diyty word,” 
“the manly unpoetic,” “the 
voice beautiful,” and “method 
illucidatory.” 

The first, “doggerel kinderg^- 
ten,”' is characterized by over- 
emphasis on rhyme ^nd meter. It 
amounts to a sing-song presenta- 
tion that brings out the sound of 
single words at the expense of 
total expression, especially the 
rhyming words. 

“Poetry is a dirty word” is an 
attitude as well as a style of 
presentation, and each gives rise 
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to the other. In thb case, the 
reader presents the poem as 
though he were giving informa-, 
tion, like a television announcer. 
While it can be amusing, this 
style eliminates whatever sound 
impact the poem may have. 

From this _ one goes to the 
“manly unpoetic” delivery, the 
most . cowardly, say Roche. The 
reader, when using this style, 
Seems to be ashamed of the sound, 
or music of the poeim and elimi- 
nates it by making it sound like 
a speech. 

The “voice beautiful” reader 
goes to the other extreme and 
exagerates the sound until it bor- 
ders on song. Roche felt that many 
actors tend to do this, and the 
result is, again, a distortion of 
the effect intended by the poet. 

Finally, the “method illuci- 
datory” which seems to mean 
the enlightenmrat of the hear- 
er, employs sound to bring 
out the “meaning” of the ^ 
poem. The user of this method 


tries to impress his audience 
with the profound thought 
and ideas clothed in the words 
of the poem by dramatic over- 
emphasis on what he thinks 
are key words and phrases. 
The users of these methods, 
according to Roche, all disregard 
the fact that the initial impact of 
a' poem; whether it is really un- 
derstood or not is the sound. This 
has applications not only in the 
reading of poetry, but in trans- 
lation of poems to English. The 
problem in Roche’s own noted 
work on Greek plays isi to retain 
the sound impact that is contained 
in the ^eek versions even for 
those who do not understand the 
words. He followed these com- 
ments with readings mostly taken 
from his translation of Aeschylus’ 
Agamemnon. 

After a brief question and ans- 
wer session, Roche read some of 
his own ' poetry, concluding with 
a poem on the emotional response 
attendant to the assasination of 
President Kennedy. 
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
